Strike At 
Taken To 


BAIiJO A, Panama Canal Zone (AP) 
— More than 130 ships swung on an­ 
chors waiting to cross the Panama 
Canal today in one of shipping's 
largest traffic jams ever, the result of 
a wildcat strike by three unions U. S. 
officials sought to end the strike with a 
temporary restraining order. 
The Pentagon in Washington said 
that “ as a last resort" it was sending 
35 military ship pilots to the (anal 
Zone to be used if necessary to move 
the ships through the 50-mile wa­ 
terway which connects the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans 
The pilots were drawn from the 
Coast Guard, Navy and Army tran­ 
sportation corps, and are qualified for 
the duties, the Pentagon said. 
Officials of the U.S. government- 
owned Panama (Anal Co. sought the 
temporary restraining order from the 
U.S. district court in the Canal Zone on 
Friday, alleging that members of the 
unions, most of them Ameriraas, were 
violating U.S. laws against .strikes by 
government personnel. 
The unions represent pilots, tugboat 
captains and teachers, who have 
forced schools to close. 
The court said after granting the 
order that it would hold a hearing 
Monday to determine if a permanent 
injunction should be ordered. 
Union leaders made no immediate 
public response to the court action or 
Pentagon decision. 
At least 408 employes, most of them 
Americaas and in key pilot or tugboat 
positions, reported sick Friday, 
continuing a job action that began last 
Sunday. The pilots rejected a set-

Uement proposed by Canal Zone Gov. 
Harold H. Parfitt on Friday. 
No ship can pass through the canal 
without a pilot. Only si* pilots worked 
Friday and five ships cleared the 
canal. Normal volume is 30-35 ships 
per day. Ships were backed up as far 
as IO miles at sea. 


The stoppage is costing the ships 
from $2,000 to $40,000 each per day and 
could be much higher for ships 
carrying perishable cargo. Some ship­ 
pers were already diverting vessels to 
other ports or sending them on the 
expensive trip around Cape Horn 


The canal company seeks to reduce 
a $14 million operating deficit this year 
with new wage proposals and planned 
increases in toll rates. 
American employes apparently fear 
the new wage scales are aimed at 
eventually replacing many of them 
with 
local 
workers 
as 
part 
of 
negotiations for a new canal treaty. 
The new treaty with Panama is ex­ 
pected to reduce U.S. control over the 
zone. 
Parfitt said Thursday he would 
recommend modifications so that the 
wage proposals would not apply to 
present Canal Zone employes if the 
employes returned to work im­ 
mediately.

‘New Town' Sale 
Studied By HUD 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Si* years 
after it began pouring money into 
planned communities, the 
federal 
government is giving up on the nearly 
bankrupt “ new town" of Gananda, 
near Rochester, N.Y. 
The Department of Housing and 
Urban 
Development 
announced 
Friday it will acquire the assets of the 
town and will try to peddle it to a 
private real estate developer. 
Tim O 'Brien, attorney for the 
Gananda Development Corp., said 
more than $22 million in private and 
federal money has been invested in the 
community for a school, a sewage 
treatment plant, seven miles of roads 
and 700 improved Iota ready (or 
building 
James Dausch, head of HUD’* New 
Community Development Corp., said 
it "is no secret" that most of the 14 
government-backed communities are 
rn financial trouble and that his agency 
has been trying to help them weather 
the problems of recession, inflation 
and high interest rates 
In the case of Gananda, which has 
three model houses but no residents, 
the developer simply ran out of money, 
was deeply in debt and had little 
prospect of being able to raise private 
financing, Dausch said. 
He 
blamed 
the 
problems 
of 
Gananda, which in the Seneca Indian 
language means “ new settlement," on 
the economy and poor planning and 
management He said HUD also had 
"to share some of the blame" for 
accepting over-optimistic projections 
'of the town’s development. 
Federal participation in planned 
communities began in 1970 as a means 
to end uncontrolled suburban sprawl, 
patterning them after such estab­ 
lished, privately backed new towns as 
Reston, Va., and Columbia, Md. 
But after becoming involved as a 
sponsor of 14 new towns, the govern­ 
ment stopped accepting 
new ap­ 
plications last year. Additional funding 
had been cut back by the Nixon ad­ 
ministration in 1973. 
HUD decided to acquire Gananda's

“ This dei mon is a warning to those 
who would attempt to block new wheat 
sales," Don Woodward, association 
president, said Friday “ And it serves 
notice that we are ready to take legal 
action to assure future access to world 
markets " 
The association's executive board 
voted to set aside 1150,000 as a legal 
and legislative fund in caae any further 
export stoppages are ordered, Wood­ 
ward said 
The association has 
launched a drive to raise $1 million “to 
fight for open access" to 
world 
markets 
After the Soviet Union bought about 
IO million metric tons of U.S. wheat 
and corn 
last 
summer, 
the 
ad­ 
ministration halted further sales and 
subsequently worked out a long-term 
agreement for regular grain ship­ 
ments of at least 6 million tons an­ 
nually beginning Oct. I. 1976 
The embargo was lifted last Oct. 20 
when the 6year agreement was an­ 
nounced and Russia bought more 
grain, raising the total to about 13.3 
million tons thus far 
The administration says that no 
further embargoes are likely in the 
near future and that barring 1978 crop 
catastrophe, there will be ample grain 
to meet all American consumer and 
export needs.

Stored Grains M ay Have 
Spring Moisture Problems 


To rem ove large lim b* and avoid 
.splitting, use the three-cut method 
The first cut is m ade on the underside 
of the lim b a few inches from the trunk 
or other larger limb attachm ent. Make 
this first cut about half way through 
the lim b, cutting upward. Make the 
second cut on the upper side of the limb 
a few inches further from the trunk or 
its attachm ent than the undercut. 
This perm its the large limb to break 
off without splitting and stripping of 
bark 
Make the third and final cut 
close to the trunk to elim inate the 
branch stub. 


Tile structural features of a tree m ay 
to em phasized by m oderate thinning 
to reduce density. Dogwood, Ginkgo 
and others can be m aintained in a 
picturesque m anner in the landscape 
by m oderate thinning 


Size control of trees Is commonly 
attem pted by pruning. It is best to 
prune the tree a s it begins to reach the 
desired height, since delaying until the 
tree is much larger than 
wanted 
m akes pruning more difficult, cuts 
harder to hide, and regrowth ex­ 
cessive. 


Thinning-out pruning can be used to 
reduce the height and spread of a tree. 
Cut branches to lower laterals (drop 
cTotching). Som e lim bs m ay 
be 
removed completely. A thinned tree 
retains its natural shape and is less 
subject to vigorous w atersprouts than 
a headed or topped tree. Topping, 
unfortunately, is the most common 
method of reducing tree size. While 
more rapid than thinning, the results 
are, 
In 
m ost 
cases, 
much 
less 
desirable Regrowth is vigorous and 
upright from the stubs 
The new 
b ran ch es form a com pact h ead, 
broom-like term inals, and may be 
weakly attached to the other branches. 


Bleeding of pruning wounds can be 
heavy on certain trees such a s Sugar 
M aples and E lm s. This bleeding can be 
minimized if the cuts are sm all (less 
thun three inches in diam eter) and 
m ade in the fall and early winter. 
Bleeding is more likely 
if severe 
pruning is done just before growth 
begins in the spring. However, no 
harm occurs to the tree if bleeding 
ta k e s 
p la ce.

equately dry when put Into storage last 
fall. 


However, spring can to a critical 
time for stored grains Unless special 
precautions have been taken, a slow 
movement of grain m oisture called 
“ m oisture m igration” m ay have oc­ 
curred during the late fall and winter. 
Moisture m igration is caused by dif­ 
ferences in tem perature between the 
grain in the bin and the outside air. 
Even though grain m ay have been at 
outside tem perature when placed In 
storage, it doesn't cool as fast as the 
outside 
air 
as 
fall 
and 
winter 
progresses. This m eans that air near 
the bin wails is cooler than that in the 
center of the bin. Cool air is more 
dense than w arm er air, causing slow 
but definite patterns of air movement 
within the bin 


As w arm er air in the center of the 
bin rises, it com es in contact with 
cooler grain at the surface. When this 
air cools, it loses som e of Its water 
holding c a p a c ity 
and

Soil Erosion 
Is Problem

Soil erosion is a problem in many 
parts of the United States. Each year, 
valuable nutrients are carried off land 
by moving water, say s IJoyd Harold, 
professor of agricultural engineering 
at The Ohio State University. 


N utrient 
lo sse s 
d e c re a se 
food 
production potential and are expensive 
to replace. Nutrients from cropland 
also cause water pollution in rural 
stream s. 


Nitrate nitrogen and potassium are 
mobile elem ents that are easily moved 
with water, i’hosphorus, on the other 
hand, clings strongly to soil particles 
and organic m atter. It m oves when 
there is soil erosion. 


To prevent nutrient lass, soil needs 
should to determ ined by the kind of 
crop being planted and tow much 
nutrients are needed to produce 
projected yield. Then, apply only the 
needed amount. 


Now, during the M arch and April 
season, is when m any nutrients are 
lost from the soil by leaching and 
p erco latin g w ater. A pplication of 
nutrients should be delayed until late 
April, or afterw ards 
Sm all applications of nitrogen and 
potassium at two or three .separate 
tim es would be m ore effective and 
efficient for plants to use. And, less 
nutrients would be available at any one 
tim e to w ater moving over or through 
the soil.

wet patches, 
but 
spoilage doesn't 
become much of a problem as long as 
the weather is cold. However, with the 
early, warm weather of February and 
early M arch, serious spoilage m ay 
already be underway. 
Moisture m igration is not likely to be 
serious in sm aller bins of perhaps 3000 
bushels or less 
The seriousness in­ 
creases a s bins get greater, especially 
in taller ones 
Since m oisture accum ulates at or 
near the surface, it Is easy to check foi 
m o istu re. 
If 
g rain 
is 
becom ing 
discolored or has the distinctive smell 
of spoilage, or sinks when pressure is 
applied, there is obviously a m oisture 
problem The surest way to solve the 
problem 
is 
use 
of 
ventilation 
or 
aeration equipment to draw sm all air 
flows through the grain. This cools the 
grain down to near outside tem ­ 
perature and stops air currents within 
the bin. It also prevents w arm er air 
from coming in contact with the cooler 
grain. 
In the absence of aeration equip­ 
ment, one can turn the grain, mixing it 
back together, providing .spoilage has 
not progressed so far as to reduce the 
grade of the entire batch, lf spoilage 
has gone too far, the wet grain should 
to 
removed 
(dispascd 
of) 
before 
turning and mixing. 
In the spring reversed tem peratures 
cause air currents in the opposite 
direction, but not to the sam e degree. 
Since the cooler grain in the spring is 
in the center near the floor, a sm all 
amount of m oisture m ay accum ulate 
at that point This never seem s to be a 
problem. 


So, check your grain bins now 
lf 
th ere 
is 
evid en ce 
of 
m oistu re 
m igration, better watch it closely, and 
take rem edial action if grain begins to 
spoil. Following a system of periodic 
bin inspection av o id s a p p re ciab le 
dam age and financial loss.

Too much 
warm food added to the compartment 
will raise the temperature of both the 
air and the already frozen food Within 
24 hours of addin# food to the freezer, it 
should be frozen and down to the 
normal temperature, aion# with all of 
the other food in the freezer. 
How can you figure the safe amount 
of food to freeze7 
Take the capacity of your freezer * 
let's use the example of 20 cu. ft - 
pounds per cubic feet 35, 20 x 35 - 700 
pounds total capacity, 1-15 of 700 - 46.6 
pounds (the amount it is safe to freeze 
in any 24 hour period). 
Some authorities say it is safe to 
freeze as much as 1-10 the capacity of 
your freezer within a 24-hour period, 
but 1-15 should give you better results. 
You may wish to have extra-large 
quantities frozen at a nearby local 
plant. 
How should food be placed in the 
freezer for best freezing results7 
For best results and fastest freezing, 
place new packages of unfrozen food in 
the coldest spots in your freezer, 
preferably in direct contact with 
evaporator coils or plates. Already 
frozen food deteriorates somewhat if 
packages of warm food are placed in 
direct contact with them Use a quick 
freeze compartment or shelf if you 
have one lf not, and you have a con­ 
tact freeze freezer, place packages as 
close to the walls as possible allowing a 
little air space between packages only 
while freezing them. In an upright, the 
top part is usually colder because 
there 
are 
more 
coils. 
Some 
manufacturers suggest preparing a 
freezer when a new load is to be frozen 
This can be done by setting the cold 
control at its coldest position several 
hours ahead of time, thus preventing 
the warmer food from raising the 
tem perature of the whole com ­ 
partment much above normal. In 
frostless models, place unfrozen 
packages where the air is coldest

Accounts earn substantial financial 
benefits in being perm itted to set aside 
up to $1,500 a year on which taxes can

I RAs becam e available last year as 
a m eans of perm itting w orkers not 
c o v ere d by q u a lifie d p riv a te or 
governm ent retirem en t plans 
ex­ 
cluding Social Security and R ailroad 
R etirem ent 
to build their own 
retirem en t accounts. 
So far, only a very sm all percentage 
of those eligible have signed 
up, 
despite the fact thut som e w orkers 
m ight be able to accum ulate in an IRA 
m ore than double the sum that could 
bo saved in a regular, taxed account. 
F or exam ple, a 
single 
person 
earning $12,000 a year 
the 25 per 
cent federal tax bracket — could ac­ 
cum ulate $43,483 in 20 years by saving 
$1,500 a year at 7.5 per cent interest. 
But in an IRA, it would build to $73,249. 
Tile difference is accounted 
for 
solely by the fact that interest earned 
in a regular savings account is taxed 
each year, w hereas taxes on IRA 
accounts are delayed until retirem ent 
age. when brackets are lower, and 
then only as m oney is w ithdraw n 
If the sam e procedure of saving 
$1,500 a year — the m axim um am ount 
perm itted under IRA regulations 
were followed for 25 years, the sum 
would In* $116,605, com pared with $64,- 
692 in a regular account. 
And if the IRA w ere continued for 30 
years, the balance would grow to

All the m oney that rem ains in the 
account is sheltered from taxes. The 
only taxes paid each year are on the 
am ounts w ithdraw n, although even­ 
tually all the money in a deposit-type 
plan m ust bt- w ithdraw n, based on 
actuarial tables of life expectancy.

th eir claim s th at they "danced in the 
joy of the Ixjrd.” 


T here w ere others, but perhaps the 
m ost fam ous colony and one of the 
m ast successful, w as one of Zoarites, 
centering around the town of Zoar in 
T uscaraw as County. To this place in 
1817-18 cam e a group of S eparatists 
from 
southern 
G erm any to 
enjoy 
religious freedom on the 5,600 acres 
they had purchased. They w ere sunple 
p e o p le —f a rm e r s , 
w e a v e rs, 
c a r ­ 
p enters, bakers 
and at first they tried 
to live in the custom ary way of in­ 
dividual fam ilies. But am ong their 250 
m em b ers were a num ber of old and 
enfeebled persons needing care and 
this led, in 1819, to the form ation of a 
com m unal corporation ch artered in 
1832 as the S eparatist Society of Zoar

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AID - The 
Supreme Court today refused to 
review the conviction of a l/>gan 
County man in the beating death of his 
2Vyear-oid stepson 
TTie court rejected the appeal of 
Zarrell D. Cummins of Bellefontaine, 
who had asked for a second review of 
his second degree murder conviction 
Cummins was convicted in 1971 of 
beating his stepson, 
Keith 
Byrd, 
repeatedly over a period of time. The 
child died on April 16.1971, of internal 
infections resulting from a ruptured 
intestine. 
More than 50 witnesses testified 
during the trial about 
Cummins’ 
treatment of the child. 
Cummins’ conviction was affirmed 
by the 2nd District Court of Appeals. 
Both the Ohio Supreme Court and the 
U.S. Supreme Court refused earlier to 
review the conviction. 
When the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused the appeal, Cunimias filed a 
motion of postconviction relief, a legal 
way of challenging the conviction on 
different grounds 
The local courts refused to disturb 
the conviction, however, and Cummins 
filed the new appeal.

He said he retitled the plays 
he selected because they only 
are adaptations and he didn't 
want to mislead anyone 
“ On the other hand, every 
fam iliar quote is in there,’’ he 
said "Maybe they won’t be 
the exact words — and the 
scholars might Jump at this — 
but basically it’s all there." 
M artin 
conceded

Shakespeare buffs may ac­ 
cuse him of bastardizing the 
bard, but “I think that’ll 
come from very short-sighted
